Atkinson could buy that contract now (which was for $1,000) 
a few hundred times over — and Warren Wright is still a millionaire. 
So, if both horses are equal, and Atkinson is riding Relic, I'll take 
him over Citation.

Historical Comment 


"After rejecting a suggested con- 
stitution in 1778 by a popular vote 
of about 5-1, the people of Massa- 
chusetts voted to call a constitu- 
tional convention February 1779 
in Cambridge. A committee of 
thirty was then appointed to draft 
that constitution. Apparently real- 
izing, however, that this was an 
unwieldy group this body put the 
responsibility on three of their 
members, James Bowdoin, Samuel 
Adams and John Adams. As is 
quite frequently the case ‘one man 
takes the full burden and so we 
find John Adams drafting the pa- 
pers practically single-handed. By 
November when he sailed for 
Europe the greatest part had been 
written and shortly after was sub- 
mitted to the convention for 
amendment. That winter was a 
severe one. Attendance dropped 
off, with the result that amend- 
ments were made by a compara- 
tv ly small number of convention 
members. By March 1780 the new 
constitution was submitted to the 
people for ratification. Interesting 
to note is that about one-in four 
of those entitled to vote cast bal- 
lots and that some clever juggling 
of votes took place in order to in- 
sure passage by a two-thirds ma- 
jority. Quite clearly, opinion was 
divided squarely on at last two of 
the articles, especially the third 
Which practically made Congrega- 
Honatism the State religion. Yet 
Cespite this fact, the constitution 
Was ratified and the first General 
Court under that constitution met 
Wa Boston on the 25th of October 
1780 with 200 members. (Anyone 
who wishes to look further into 
the acceptance and manipulation 
of the Massachusetts Constitution 
Might read Ss. &. Morrison in 
Massachusctts Historical Society 
Proceedings, 1917, pp. 353-411.)

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vor Parking Meters” 


For Business Center 
Selectmen To Ask Authority 
To Have Them Installed Here 


Approval of the plan to install 
parking meters on Main street and 
several streets adjacent to the busi- 
ness center of town will be re- 
quested by the board of selectmen 
at the next town meeting. 

In a discussion of the proposal 
with Edgar C. Copell, chief traffic 
engineer for the state, the select- 
men learned that there is an or- 
dinance which the state must ap- 
prove before the plan can become 
operative. It is authority to put this 
ordinance into effect that the select- 
men will seek. 

The section in which it is in- 
tended to have the meters installed 
includes Main street, from Punchard 
avenue to Elm square; Chestnut 
street, Main to Bartlet, and a short 
distance west of Main street; Bar- 
nard street and a section of Park 
street. The possibility of putting 
meters on Hssex street was gone 
into but no dic’sion was reached. 

The rates would be from one cent 
for 12 minutes, to either five or 


10 cents an hour. Mr. Copell does 
not favor angle parking to solve 
traffic problems unless the street 
‘8 85 feet wide for angle parking 
on one side only, or 100 feet wide 
for angle parking on both sides. No 
streets in the proposed area are 
of that width. 

It is estimated that with the in- 
stallation of parking meters traffic 
would flow much more freely than 
at present, the estimated rate be- 
ing two-and-a-half to three-and-a- 
half times faster. This is due, it 
has been explained, to the fact that 
the installation of meters is the 
same as increasing the traffic area, 
as drivers move out of the space 
much more quickly than they do 
now. 

Under present plans the select- 
men expect to have the meters in 
operation from 8 a. m. to 6 p. m. 
daily, with an officer on duty at all 
times to see that provisions of the 
ordinance were enforced. Meters 
would not be operative Sundays.

NEW ENGLAND ISN'T STATIC 


(Boston Traveler) 


Not infrequently in the past, and not without reason, the|. 


flight of industry from New England has been lamented. Not 
half frequently enough has it been stressed that New England's 
economic skies are open to two-way traffic and that many an 
industrial enterprise makes a happy landing in some New 
England city or town. : 


During the first quarter of 1947 the New England Council 
reports that seventy-seven new manufacturing firms were es- 
tablished in these six states. They represent 2190 new jobs and 


that much new prosperity for New England communities. The 
break-down by types is interesting. 

Sixteen of these new firms manufacture clothing. This 
section, which always was pre-eminent in certain types of 
clothing, is gradually rounding out a major industry. Leather 
and leather products account for another ten. Here we are 
holding fast to a position always strong. Iron and steel 
products, never our strong point, are strengthened by nine new 
businesses. Textiles, supposedly on a one-way street leading 
south, are showing two-way traffic. In three months eight new 
textile industries were opened in this area. 

Summing it up, New England is more than holding its 
own in the race for post-war markets. The streams from which 
floods of low-priced labor once gushed have slowed down to 
mere trickles. Now the New England qualities of intelligence 
and dependability show more strikingly their lasting values. 
This still is as good a region in which to do business as the 
United States affords.

“SEEDS OF PEACE” 
SOUGHT FOR EUROPE 


The National Council of Garden 
Clubs at its annual meeting accept- 
ed a project to supply seeds to the 
nations of Europe who have signi- 
fied their: desire to help themselves 
through the Marshall plan. The 
Council is offering each state the 
opportunity of sharing in a plan 
to help these people to help them 
selves by growing their own food. 
The Garden Club Federation of 
Massachusetts has asked the Horti- 
cultural Committee to handle this 
“Seeds of Peace” project for our 
Massachusetts clubs. 

The plan calls for the sending of 
garden units containing 13 kinds 
of vegetable seeds, each to plant 
600 square feet of land, enough to 
sustain a family of five. These 
units will cost only 50 cents. The 
Church World Service, Inc., has 
been chosen as the shipping and 
distribution agent. All money will 
be received and all seed orders 
handled by the treasurer of the 
national council. The contributions 
of individual Garden clubs will be 
handled by the treasurer for each 
state.

Any member or any non- 
member may make a personal do- 
nation.

Want Oil Burner at 


Shawsheen School 

After a lengthy discussion of the 
subject, the school committee voted 
Tuesday night to sponsor an article 
in the town warrant for the instal- 
lation of an oil burner in the Shaw- 
sheen school. 

With all members except Mrs. 
Katherine A. Baldwin, in attend- 
ance, it was decided to have Supt. 
Kenneth L. Sherman prepare an ar- 
ticle asking authority to make such 
installation. Considerable attention 
has been given this question during 
the past few meetings as one of the 
phases involved concerns the sav- 
ings of man hours, and it was sug- 
gested that the oil burner may go 
part way toward the solution. 

It is possible that the committee 
will retain one of the coal burning 
units for emergency purposes, and 
rely mostly upon oil to heat the 
building. The proposed outlay will 
be close to $5000. 

Other routine matters were trans- 
acted at the meeting which was 
held in the office of the superintend- 
ent.

|PUNCHARD HIGH

In a joint assembly recently the 
students of the Junior High chool 


hear Miss Dee Boeckmann, inter- 
nationally famous sportswoman. 
Miss Boeckmann has twice been 
the woman’s coach for the Ameri- 
can Olympic ‘team. During the war 
she worked for the Special Services 
Division of the U. S. Army, setting 
up recreational centers around the 
world. While a member of Special 
Services, Miss Boeckmann gsuper- 
vised the installation of the recrea- 
ational center in Iceland and 
coached an Air Force 
team there that won champion- 
ships both in Iceland and the 
British Isles. Later she went to 
Chira and India where she per- 
formed much the same duties for 
our forces in that section of the 
world. She took the American 
Nllmpic teams to the games twice, 
in Holland in 19382 and to the 
Serlin games in 1936, 

‘Miss Boeckmann illustrated her 
talk by dolls dressed in the native 
costumes of several of the different 
countries she has visited, and a 
fund of anecdotes. The theme of 
her talk is that anyone can travel 
around the world through sports if 
he is. willing to give a little extra 
time to perfect his talents. This 
talk. was another in the annual 
series paid for from the student 
government fund. 
TVBERCULOSIS PATCH TESTS 
TO BE GIVEN 

Next Monday the students of 
Punchard will be given the patch 
tests to determine whether or not 
they have been exposed to Tuber- 
culosis. The tests will be paid for 
by the Essex County Health As- 
sociation out of money collected 
through the sales of Christmas 
seals. Those persons who show a 
positive reaction will be given 
Xrays. These tests will be given 
only with parental consent, which 
was obtained by having the parents 
sign slips which the students took 
home. It should be understood that 
a positive reaction does not neces- 
sarily mean that the person has 
TB, but only that he has been ex- 
posed. Xray pictures are then taken, 
free, to determine if TB. 

The patch tests are very simple. 
A patch, simular to a band aid is 
left on the arm for 48 hours. After 
‘t has been removed for 48 hours 
more, the skin is examined. How- 
ever, Only a very small percentage 
show a positive 
reaction, and those who do, do not 
always have the disease. Xrays are 
used to diagnose the result of the 
test.
